Supreme Cour! Upholds Rent Curb Act 


In 8-0 Overthrow of Chicago Ruling 


WASHINGTON—~(/)--The Su- 
reme Court yesterday upheld the 
949 Federal Rent Control Act. 
The 8-0 ruling overturned a de- 

cision by VU. S. Dist. Court Judge 
Elwyn R. Shaw in Chicago that 
the act was invalid. 

The decision was announced in 
a brief order which cited an 
earlier Supreme Court ruling in a 
rent control case. 

Shaw’s ruling was held in abey- 
ance pending yesterday’s ruling on 
an appeal taken directly to the 
Supreme Court by the Justice De- 
partment. The department esti- 
mated 14,000,000 housing accom- 
modations remain under rent con- 
trol. Since Shaw’s ruling six other 
Federal District Courts have de- 
clared the act constitutional.

PALOMAR, Cai. — (UP) — The 
first 10 photographs of the hea 
ens have been made with a giant 
200-inch telescope mirror here, 
astronomers announced yesterday, 
and it is “thoroughly successful.”

$7,000 Ride 


ABOARD STEAMSHIP LAKE- 
LAND VICTORY OFF TAKU 
BAR, China—(UP)—Consul Gen- 
eral Angus Ward disclosed yester- 
day the Chinese Communists 
charged him and 19 companions 
‘$7,000 for a 400-mile train ride, 
with their baggage, from Mukden 
to Tientsin. 

Safe aboard this freighter, under 
the American flag, after an ordeal! 
of a year in Mukden, Ward spoke 
with bitter contempt of the Com- 
munists for the treatment they 
gave him and his staff. 

As he sipped coffee in the Lake- 
land Victory’s Ward room, await- 
ing the completion of cargo unload- 
ing so he could sail for Japan, 
Ward told of the train ride that 
cost $7,000 in American money. 

“We were whisked into the 
trains after dark and not allowed 
even to see whether there were 
other cars,” Ward said. “Nobody 
was permitted to stick his nose out 
of the car during the 40-hour trip.” 

Ward was asked to comment on 
the way the Communists acted 
after they captured Mukden Oct. 
50, 1948. 

“T’ll not express my opinion,” 
Ward said. “But I will cite this 
fact which you can interpret for 
yourself: 

“De facto relations actually ex- 
isted between the Consulate Gen- 
eral and the Mukden city govern- 
ment up to Nov. 20, 1948. 

“Then, without warning, we re- 
ceived a message addressed by the 
Communists merely to the ‘com- 
pound.” The same thing hap- 
pened to the British the day be- 
fore. They also had been main- 
taining de facto relations with the 
municipal Communist regime.” 

This, he said, marked the begin- 
ning of a year-long period during 
which he was under house arrest 
—seldom permitted out of his com- 
pound even with an armed guard 
over him—and at the end of which 
he and four of his aides were ar- 
rested, held in jail under miser- 
able conditions and given terms 
of imprisonment on trumped up 
charge of asault.

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The Inequitable Cotton Law 


There is a new cotton law—passed by 
the last Congress against the advice of 
the Department of Agriculture—which 
has much of the cotton South in an up- 
roar. 

The uproar is such that Rep. Stephen 
Pace was called back to Washington for 


a meeting held yesterday. This commit- — 


tee will make recommendations before the 
voting Thursday on quotas. 


Chief objection to the interpretation of 
the law is that it will cut many of the old- 
time cotton planters as much as 80 per- 
cent while giving quotas to some who 
have not before been raising cotton. 


Why? Because cotton is moving west- 
ward and many persons west of the Mis- 
Sissippi want to start growing cotton. The 
law is greatly involved and was passed 
by the Congress with no consultation 
with, or advice from, the Department of 
Agriculture. Chief complaints about it 
are: 

1, The law gives an equal break to 
cotton growers in States which have re- 
cently gone into the growing of cotton. 
The traditional “cotton South” States are 
protesting. Indeed, in Texas a group of 
growers have filed suit against the gov- 
ernment to have it refuse the allotment 
plans in Texas. 

2. During the war many farmers 
changed from cotton to oil crops, such as 
soybeans, peanuts and other “war crops.” 


They are being given credit for cotton | 


acreage they grew as far back as 1943, 
one of the critical years after we got into 
the war. Some of these are given a bonus 
for their large acreages in the necessary 
war crops. } 

Farmers have been called upon to vote 
this week on quotas. If they vote them— 
and they likely will in the face of the 
huge crop of this year, which was the 
sixth largest in history despite the South- 
ern losses—only those farmers complying 
will be eligible for price supports. 

The law seems to be inequitable and 
certainly it is complex. 

Georgia, as a large cotton State, but 
one which is turning more and more to 
pastures, is one of the States chiefly con- 
cerned. The congressional committee is 
expected to recommend some changes in 
the quota provisions before the voting. 
The law propounds an interesting prob- 
lem. Can a farmer be prevented from 
growing cotton if he wishes, to do so— 
and if not does he have as much right 
to allotment as a person who always has 
grown it? 

The whole problem could be solved by 
throwing off all controls and allowing cot- 
ton to bring what it would on the world 
markets. But no cotton farmer wants 
that. 

It is the familiar struggle to make con- 
trols work. 

They never will—to please everybody. 


Rent Controls Are Upheld 


The. Supreme Court of the United 
States has upheld the Federal Rent Con- 
trol Act of 1949, thus overruling a decision 
by a district court in Illinois which had 
held the act unconstitutional. 

This means rent control is here to stay 
for at least another year—perhaps longer. 
The only remedy will be for public opinion 
to force equitable administration of the law 
and for the Federal Government to try 
and put competent men on the job. One 
reason much of the government’s admin- 


istrative side is inequitable is because gov- 
ernment work and pay do not attract 


many competent persons who by virtue of | 


their competency are able to obtain ad- 
ministrative jobs in private industry 
which pay better. 

The Supreme Court ruling was unani- 
mous, 8 to 0. 

Only additional housing, in the low 
rental field, will remove the rent control 
law from the books. That seems to be 
true, whether we like it or not. 


Great Britain and Communist China

Recognition of Communist China is 
expected momentarily—perhaps today. 

This decision is one which Britain 
badly needs from a trade viewpoint—and 
also one which India has urged. Britain, 
whose recently devalued pound has been 
selling on financial black markets at about 
$1.50 as against the devaluation price of 
$2.80, would face certain disaster if her 
Hong Kong trade were to be lost. India, 
too, would be in financial straits much 
more severe than those which now plague 
her. 

Recognition does not mean a “pat on 
the back.”

munist Government. It is valuable to 
have representatives there, as it is in Rus- 
sia itself, and in other Soviet-dominated 
States. The United States can hardly sit 
back and allow trade to flow freely in 
China from everywhere save the United 
States. 

Our negotiations will be much more 
difficult and much more productive of 
friction as we will be unable to do much 
trading save in money, while much of the 
British trading will be an exchange of 
goods.

The Besmirchers Fall Flat Again 


WASHINGTON—One can imagine the spirit of the late FDR sitting placidly in some celestial 
region up among the stars, his elongated cigarette holder perched at a cocky angle, with his face 
all wreathed in smiles as he grins between his teeth in looking down at the grimy little mortals on 
the earthly scene who still would besmirch his name and good works. 


His spirit must be amused by the futility of 
the latest attempt to smear his Administration 
with the charge of giving away our atomic se- 
crets to the Russians during the war. Earlier 
they sought to pin on him the blame for the 
Pearl Harbor disaster, imputing to him some 
fantastic design to deliberately thrust us into 
war, through the process of which we were to 
lose a goodly part of our Navy and see the lives 
of some 3,000 of our men needlessly sacrificed 
on that “day of infamy.” 

Since then his maligners have dug up every 
other foul charge imaginable. None of them has 
stood the test of inquiry. Enough time has 
elapsed and enough has been written since his 
death to firmly establish his place in history. 
The Roosevelt story, with all of its essential 
facts, has been told and his image has been 
fixed in the minds and hearts of the American 
people, so that the Roosevelt name, like the 
Lincoln legion, stands as endurable as granite. 
No amount of tampering with the record can 
now alter the facts of history. 


It may be said that great administra- 
tions, like great cities, have their alleys of 
vice along with their avenues of grandeur. 
Roosevelt's was no exception. His Adminis- 
tration had its faults. There were slums as 
well as marble edifices. But the element 
of grandeur prevailed. The light of history 
will be given that focus. 


Yet his maligners would not.let him rest in 
peace. The latest move to smear him and those 
associated with him in the war effort is but 
another chapter in the continuing attempt to 
break down his place in history. Others may 
be expected to follow, so bitter were the hatreds 
of his time. But the last will fail no less miser- 
ably than the first. 


The proof of the smear tactics back of the 
current charge about the late Harry Hopkins, 
former White House aide, helping the Russians 
get uranium supplies and secret information on 
our atomic developments is apparent on several 
scores. As exhibit No. 1, we may examine the 
record of the radio commentator, Fulton Lewis, 


Jr., who first broadcast the sensational charges. 
He has been a notorious Roosevelt hater for 
years, a sort of disciple of Pegler in that re- 
spect. 

It is none to the commentator’s credit that 
he picked up the charges and tossed them out 
on the air waves after the story was first offered 
to Time magazine and another newscaster, Both 
of the latter rejected the tale for the phony 
fhat it was. 

As a further exhibit, we may offer the atti- 


‘tude of Mr. Lewis and certain Republican mem. 


bers of Congress after Gen. Leslie Groves, head 


of the wartime atomic bomb development proj- 


ect, appeared before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee to expose the charges as a 
fraud. Despite the statement of the General 
nothing of the kind reported had ever hap- 
pened, the radio commentator and Republican 
members of the committee-are out vociferously 
shouting “white wash.” 

Never was a more complete dud dropped 
into the public channels of information. Even 
the staid old Washington Star, an arch Re- 
publican publication, has described the incident 
editorially as “the prize dud of the present 
decade.” 


One would think that the besmirchers, 
having fallen flat in their latest smear cam- 
paign, would be anxious to forget the inci- 
dent and start looking around for some- 
thing else. But nothing would do them but 
to have the House Committee go into the 
whole business again. They complain that 
no Republicans were present when the 
charges were first gone into. What makes 
them think General Groves would tell a 
different story if Republicans were present 
is difficult to understand. 


It only goes to show how relentless the Roose- 
velt haters are. They never give up—nor do 
they ever get anywhere. It all must be much 
amusing to the spirit of FDR, watching from 
his lofty astral perch and grinning down be- 
tween his teeth at his enemies, over whom he 
remains victor—even in death.

So, it was with a fine 
surge of pleasure I saw “Kim” nestling there amid the corpse books 


and the shoot-’em-ups. 
Talk I plucked him forth. I did not, unfortunately, get to do 
much reading. The man next to me kept talking about 
what was wrong with things, and much was wrong, he thought. 
After a while I said to him, “Let me ask you a question. Aren't 
you better off than ever before?”

From Atlanta to New 
pee York was only two hours and 23 minutes at about 19,000 
feet. Between the man who thought the country was going to hell 
in a hack and the speed, I got only as far into “Kim” as the 
meeting on the Grand Trunk road with the garrulous widow and 
her entourage.

I came back on that beautiful new Southern train, the Crescent. 
which runs between New Orleans and New York. It is a mar- 
velous train of stainless steel, air-conditioning and comfort. I came 
out of the vast and wondrous city of New York onto that train and 
into a small room where I went to bed at 3 in the afternoon and 
lay there looking out the window watching the scenery slide past 
and reading until dusk came on. I do not sleep well in moving 
beds, however, comfortable, but I enjoyed this rain-lashed ride, 
lying there snug and warm, hearing the rain make persistent, 
sibilant sounds at the window, and finishing up: “Kim” at a very 
late hour indeed. Indeed, it was at Greenville and the wet night 
was graying a little with the promise of dawn when I put down 


the book. 
Old Tale It was then I had to smile a little at the incongruity 
of having spent my time on two journeys in the 
most modern of transportation, a swift airplane and a streamlined, 
all-bedroom train, reading an old-fashioned novel of an ancient coun- 
try that is itself split into two new nations, India and Pakistan. 
I suppose I must have read “Kim” 25 times, but never before travel- 
ing 320 miles an hour at 19,000 feet and never before in air-con- 
ditioned ease on a steel and streamlined train, almost noiseless 
and magic-like itself. But, for me, at least, “Kim” fitted right in, 
which is a tribute to one of the great storytellers of all time, Rud- 
yard Kipling. 


W I was somewhat startled in New York to find myself 
ater thinking of the cliff dwellers whose abandoned cities I 
saw some years ago. The Pueblo Indians were doing all right. 
They irrigated their fields, growing beans, pumpkins, melons and 
maze. They built apartments in cliffs to which they climbed by 
ladders. There they stored their foods and lived in safety, drawing 
up the ladders when danger appeared. 

But, they had to move away. The water supply simply gave out. 

In New York on the day of arrival I sat down for dinner at a 
huge meeting of industrialists and businessmen. I was between two 
men who head large corporations. There was no water at the 
table. One of them called to a waiter, but a friend stopped him. 
“We are doing withgut to co-operate with the city,” he said. 

And then we remembered. The great and magnificent city 
of New York is experiencing a very serious water shortage. It 
will be in a period of crisis until 1952 when a river project is 


completed. 


L ] But by then the water level may have fallen to en- 
eve danger that. One of the captains of industry told me 
of huge wells dug 15 years ago which now are gone dry. He is 
moving a great plant because he cannot get water where it is. All 
over the nation the water level is falling down in the earth. Other 
cities, which depend on wells, are also in a state approaching fear. 

There is hardly a farmer in the South who does not know where 
springs used to be on his farm, but which long since have “dried 
up.” There are many farmers who are bothered with wells, which 
were dug in their grandfathers’ time, but which now are dan- 
gerously low or have “played out.” 

I thought of all that, in the towering city, and of the empty 
pueblos, with their ancient irrigation ditches long since filled with 
drifted sand.

An Atomic Treaty With Russia? 


W ASHINGTON—Behind the bland, business-as-usual facade of 
the Truman Administration, some relatively serious soul-searching 
is going on about American atomic policy. To be specific, a num- 
ber of the leading men of the General Advisory Committee of the 
Atomic Energy Commission have earnestly urged the desirability 
of a new look at the whole problem of international control. 

The General Advisory Committee, which started the whole busi- 
ness, is not a body to be disregarded. It includes such men as 
Conant, Oppenheimer, Dubridge, Fermi, Buckley and Rabi. It re- 
ports direct to the President, rather than to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. And since the announcement of last September, it 
has shown no complacency whatever. 

These scientific leaders would almost certainly be less disturbed 
if any serious effort were on foot to organize the defenses of the 
Western World. For reasons which must be examined later, the 
experts are now sharply writing down the strategic value of atomic 
weapons, when employed against a nation that is adequately 
defended. The trouble is that the defenses of the Western World, 
and particularly Western Europe, are anything but adequate. 


St k i] While this condition persists—and nothing solid is 
oc pl e€ being done to change it—an atomic stockpile in 
Soviet hands retains the dreadful potentialities of the world’s night- 
mare at the time of Hiroshima. Furthermore, as has been disclosed 
already in this space, the Soviets are thought to have the capa- 
bility of accumulating an atomic stockpile at a comparatively early 
date. The official best guess is that the Kremlin will possess more 
than 50 atomic bombs by September, 1952. 

Such is the background of the pressure for a “new look” at 
the question of international control of atomic energy. What is 
being urged is essentially simple. 

This country would try to negotiate a new agreement with the 
Soviet Union. Under this agreement, atomic weapons would be 
outlawed. 

Atomic energy would be demilitarized. Existing atomic stock- 
piles (principally our own thus far) would be somehow sterilized. 
Modified provisions for international inspection would be adopted, 
which would insure prompt discovery of any breach of the agree- 
ment, if backed up by an efficient intelligence service. Finally— 
and this is understood to be the heart of the plan—a measure of 
disarmament would also be agreed upon, sufficient to guarantee 
Western Europe against any sudden aggression. 


9 The whole project would sound like the most wishful 
Dream! dream, if it were not for its context. In the first 
place, there are reasons to believe that the Soviet Union may be 
receptive to an overture along the lines very crudely sketched above. 
Signs have already been given, in the usual indirect manner. 

In the second place, no one thinks there is more than an even 
chance, at best, that the Soviets seriously desire even a modified 
agreement for international control of atomic energy. Those who 
urge the desirability of a “new look” at this time simply argue 
that it is our duty to find out what can be done. 

It is idiotic to underrate the arguments against the kind of 
radical new departure that is now under discussion. Two-party 
talks between this country and Russia have long been an objec- 
tive of Kremlin policy, and their avoidance has long been one of 
our objectives. Yet two-party talks would now be embarked upon. 
Equally, we are already strongly committed to the stringent pro- 
visions of the Baruch plan for atomic energy control. We have 
also committe@ our friends in the United Nations, who would 
certainly be upset by any change in our stand. 

Ri k Above all, the kind of Soviet-American agreement that is 

1S envisioned would contain great elements of risk, no mat- 
ter how carefully drawn. It would particularly promote the com- 
placency which is already reaching malignant proportions in this 
country. 

Yet in the bleak situation in which we find ourselves, the new 
look at atomic energy control still seems to be the best way out. 
If the new look fails, we shall at least know where we are. And 
we can then take a new look at the disarmament program which 
has been so oddly launched, as a unilateral policy, by the Truman 
Administration.

The President is keeping all of them stirred 
up, both for the coming session of Congress 
and for the Congressional elections next Fall. 


While this tends to solidify behind him var- 
fous groups whose special and particular inter- 
ests are often in conflict, it also solidifies the 
opposition, which likewise is composed of di- 
verse groups. This has raised up two warring 
camps which will clash head-on in Congress next 
session as in the Congressiona! elections there- 
after, a sort of battle of giants.

He offered what he called “the new Ilib- 
eralism,” as distinguished from the older 
liberalism of the Nineteenth Century. The 
idea of the “new liberalism” is that of bal- 
ance, he said, of “a middle ground which 
is best for all in the long run” and which 
discards “all preconceptions concerning the 
class struggle.” 


“What we want—and what is the essence of 
the ‘new liberalism’—is a balanced social and 
economic system-in which the individual plays 
a large part but with full regard for the group 
and community interests and for the necessary 
and constructive functions of the state as an 
agent of the people’s will and the embodiment of 
our democratic ideals.”

The Sixteenth Amendment reversed the 
relative positions of the American citizen 
and his government. Until 1913 the citizen 
had been master of the state. Since 1913 
Congress has been master of the people. The 
instant that final ratification of the Six- 
teenth was proclaimed by the Secretary of 
State, the people surrendered their authority 
over the government. They then started on 
the rocky road back to the oppression which 
they had thrown off by the revolution. 


Most of us appear to think that church in- 
come, to name one seemingly sacrosant institu- 
tion, is immune from the income tax. 

It isn’t. Church income may be totally con- 
fiscated at the will of Congress whenever Con- 
gress wills to crush church religion. The amend- 
ment makes absolutely no exceptions. It says, 
flatly, that “the Congress shall have the power 
to lay and collect taxes on incomes from what- 
ever source derived .. .” That includes the col- 
lection plate and the poor box.

South’s response of one heart 
and the rebid of one spade are 
routine. South then elected to 
jump to two no trump with only 
a partial club stopper, having 
sufficient high card strength to 
insist upon a game contract. 
North, holding considerably 
more than he had previously 
shown by his two bids at the one 
level, called for four no trump.

You need only 50; in addition 
to the ace that has just been dis- 
carded the pack contains the jack 
which was the dealt upcard. Of 
course you should take the ace 
and make the initia] meld for your 


side. There is certainly sufficient 
advantage to making the initial 
meld to be worth while reducing 
your hand by two or three cards. 

After melding the aces, what do 
you discard? You have a poor 
hand. Unfreezing the pack for your 
side has not increased you advan- 
tage because you do not hold a 
wild card—but it may have great- 
ly helped your partner. Of course 


__.. you don’t want to break up any 


of your pairs, which now include 
jacks, nines and fours. Your seven 
and six would be comparatively 
safe discards; your three is abso- 
lutely safe because it is a stop- 
card, but there’s no pack for you 
to want to stop. 

You are in almost the same posi- 
tion as the player who decided to 
throw you the ace, and you can 
profitably follow the same strat- 
egy. Now is the time to unload 
your useless king. If your lefthand 
opponent takes it to make the 
minimum meld he will have re- 
duced his hand by three cards and 


' 
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you will have more than offset the 
slight disadvantage of having re- 
duced your own hand, After he 
has made his first discard or s0, 
you will be in a better position to 
choose your own subsequent dis- 
cards. 


Question: A player has taken 
the pack which includes a red 
three. Is he entitled to draw an- 
other card from the stock to re 
place it? 

Answer: No. A red three is re- 
placed from stock only when.it is 
dealt to you originally or drawn 
from the gtock.

Then why 
did the charts allow for this 
weight increase in the first 
place?

Not for anything in the world would I belittle the value 
and delight in books that public libraries make possible 
for young and old. Not only do they offer reference and 
research resources that no private individual could com- 
mand, but they make available a more general type of 
reading that few people could afford. 


So when I write about the very 
special pleasure that children gain 
from owning books and from hav- 
ing a small private library of their 
very own, it is something a little 
different that I have in mind. One 
thing is that to own books usually 


means to care for them, to value

Pastor Found 
Shot to Death — 
Near Canton |

CANTON—The body of the 
Rev. Sheldon Brock, 36, Church of 
God Minister who has been miss- 
ing since Nov. 30, was found yes- 
terday near here slumped over the 
steering wheel of his automobile 
from a shotgun wound in the 
mouth, the State Highway Patrol 
reported. 

A Cherokee County Coroner's 
fury returned a verdict here last 
night that “Sheldon Brock met 
death at his own hands.” 

Investigating Troopers J. D. 
Stewart and R. B. Rogers said Mr. 
Brock’s body was found by two 
boys in a wooded section near Ball 
Ground, about 11 miles from here. | 

Mr. Brock had been conducting |

H. G. Teaford, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Amer- 
ictus Chamber of Commerce, said 
a survey showed the city wants 
natural gas as a supplemental 
fuel. 

He testified before a Power 
Commission examiner in a hearing 
involving service to the Southeast 
by the United Gas Pipe Line Com- 
pany, Atlantic Gulf Gas Company 
and the Southern Natural Gas 
Company. 

The hearing has been under 
way since August with regional 
sessions in Tallahassee, Fla., and 
Savannah, Ga. 

United proposes to sell gas to 
Atlantic for resale to some 54 
communities in Florida, Alabama, 
Georgia and South Carolina, The 
pipeline would extend 1,731 miles. 
Southern Natural also proposes to 
serve the general area. 

Americus is not included among 
the communities proposed to be 
serviced; It presented testimony 
at the regional sessions and of- 
fered a supplemental report yes- 
terday.

ATHENS — Judge William Wel- 
don Stark, 85, of Commerce, lead- 
ing Georgia jurist for more than 
half a century, died yesterday in 
a local hospital. 

He was judge of the Piedmont 
Circuit for 12 years, and judge of 
the Jefferson City Court for 18 
years. He served as a member of 
the Georgia Senate for two terms, 
a member of the Georgia House of 


Representatives from 1915 to 1916, 
and was reported to be the last 
surviving delegate to the nomina- 
tion of President Grover Cleve- 
land. 

Judge Stark also had been ac- 
tive in banking and _ industrial 
circles in Georgia for many years.

Charles Is Unanimous 


Choice for Neil Award 


NEW YORK—(AP)—By unanimous vote the New York College Faculty Athletic Commit- 
Boxing Writers’ Association yesterday awarded the Edward 
J. Neil memorial boxing plaque for 194%to National Boxing 


Association Heavyweight Champion Ezzard Charles. 


Since 1938 the award has been; ~~ 


given annually to the boxer or 
boxing figure who, in the opinion 
of the writers, has done the most 
for the sport during the year, with 
sportsmanship and clean living, in 
addition to ring performance, be- 
ing considered in case a fighter is 
chosen. 

Neil. Associated Press boxing 
writer in the early '30s, was killed 
in 1937 while serving as a war 
correspondent in Spain, and the 
award was set up in his memory. 

Charles. a Cincinnati Negro, and 
Jersey Joe Walcott were named by 
the NBA to meet for the title va- 
cated by Joe Louis. He defeated 
Walcott this vear and was recog: 
nized as champion by the national 
body, although the New York State 
Commission has refused to name 
him titleholder. 

Subsequently Charles turned 
back two challengers, winning both 
the fights by knockouts. He first 
defeated Gus Lesnevich, who had 
been prominently mentioned as a 
challenger to Joe Louis before 
Louis’ announced retirement, and 
then disposed of the bushy-haired 
Californian, Pat Valentino. 

In making the award, it was 
pointed out that Charles’ conduct 
has been exemplary, and that he 


has been ready to meet any fighter) 


who loomed as a real challenger. 

Charles is the third heavyweight 
fighter to receive the award in 
the 12 years since it was originated. 
Jack Dempsey received the first 
award. Others honored included 
Billy Conn, Henry Armstrong, Joe 
Louis, Barney Ross, Benny Leon- 
atd. James J. Walker, the late 
Mayor of New York: Tony Zale, 
Gus Lesnevich and Ike Williams. 
who received the plaque last year. 
In 1943 the award was made to 
“all the fighters in the Armed 
Service.” 

Charles will receive the plaque 
at the annual Boxing Writers’ din- 
ner here next month.

Singing carols on the -high 
seas during a raging storm and 
a réal “White Christmas” in 
China are two of the highlights 
of the Yuletide memoirs of Mrs. 
Alvin C. Gillem, Jr., wife of the 
Commanding General of the 
Third Army. 

The Army couple stationed in 
the Philippines were on their 
way to the States on an Army 
transport when the storm oc- 
curred after leaving Nagasaki, 
the city which served as the 
atamic bomb guinea pig. 

“I do not think I shall ever 
forget that Christmas,” said the 
attractive Army matron yester- 
day at her Fort McPherson quar- 
ters. “We had sailed from the 
Philippines and had docked at 
Nagasaki for some last minute 
Christmas shopping. We were 
three days out when the storm 
began. A storm at sea is bad

50 feet high that is something 
else. As I look back on it now 
I often wonder how we managed 
to trim the tree in the ship’s 
salon or how we sang carols on 
Christmas eve.” 

“Our son, Alvin, was three 
years old, so we had our own 
little tree in our stateroom for 
him and for his Santa Claus. 
Later all the passengers gath- 
ered around the big tree for the 
ship’s celebration.

which were like so many jewels 


in a crown of silver.” 


Since there are few trees in 
China, the Gillems, like many 
others, sent to Manchuria for 
one for their quarters, a mas- 
sive Chinese house surrounded 
with spacious courtyards. Deco- 
rations for the house were for 
the most part typically Ameri- 
can, but some made by the Chi- 
nese were also used. Those, ac- 
cording to the Army marton, 
were made of evergreen and cut 
into figures of monkeys and 
reindeer as tributes to ancestral 
and religious worship.

But | 


before the festivities begin, help 


insure happy holidays by giving | 


serious thought to keeping the 
home safe from fire hazards. 

A tinder-dry Christmas tree, 
for example, can flash into a 
mass of flame in a matter of 
seconds—if touched off bv a 
spark from defective tree-wiring 
or a cigarette. 

To keep the tree from drying 
out, use a stand that serves the 
double purpose of holding the 
tree firmly in place and keep- 
ing it moist. A pail filled with 
wet sand makes an ideal tree 
stand. Trim the tree to leave 
about a foot of stem at the base. 
Imbed the stem in the wet sand. 
The said provides sufficient sup- 
port for a small tree. 

Give the large tree additional 
support by making a crosspiece 
of two strips of wood. Cut the 
strips to fit into the bottom of a 
large galvanized steel pail, and 
nail together to form a cross. 


Nail or screw the crosspiece to | 


the bottom of the tree trunk and 
set into the pail. Fill the pail 


with wet sand, packing it firm- | 


ly around the tree trunk.

since 1932. On a red card, large 
enough to carry the message, 
they mimeograph, in black, a 
rhyme which Mrs, Ellis writes 
herself and which imbodies all 
of the highlights in world 
events which have taken place 
during the year.

On a white card, folded side- 
wise, Margie paints a Santa 
Claus, using cotton for his eye- 
brows, whiskers and the ball, 
atop his cap. She then paints 
the background black. «Inside, 
in bright red letters, she sten- 
cils: Merry Christmas from Mar- 
gie Wagar. 

Diagonally, across a _ white 
card, cut from poster paper, 
Virginia paints fucshia stripes. 
GREETINGS, in black script is 
painted through the middle of 
the card and her name, in Ro- 
man letters, appears in the 
right-hand corner. 

Out of white poster paper 
Alice cuts a large snow man 
which she pastes on a red card. 
In the upper right-hand corner 
is the word, HI! outlined in ab- 
sorbent cotton, glued to the card. 
Inside appears Alice’s name and 
MERRY CHRISTMAS, written 
in white paint. 

Betsy Flanders and Ann Davis 
are busy as beavers on their 
Christmas greetings. Betsy, aided 
by her third ;rade_ school 
teacher, Mrs. Elizabeth Wood- 
ruff, is making a most attractive 
card. On a folded sheet of white 
note paper, she pastes a grad- 
uated yellow strip of drawing 
paper, approximately two inches 
high, to represent a _ candle. 
Above it, she draws, with cray- 
on, a flickering red flame and 
at the bottom, in green crayon, 
she sketches the base of a can- 
dlestick. On the inside of the 
card, Betsy draws a picture of 
Santa Claus with a red tobog- 
gan, rosy cheeks and bright blue 
eyes ane poms A Lacs of cotton

where his whiskers should grow. 
“From Betsy Flanders” appears, 
in her own handwriting, at the 
bottom. 


On a white card, Ann pastes 
a bright green strip of paper, a 
half inch wide and _ several 
inches long, representing grass. 
Out of the grass grows a lighter 
green Christmas tree, drawn 
with crayons, and laden with 
colorful crayon ornaments. The 
sky above is a piece of azure 
blue paper, pasted flat, and 
across the top of the card, Ann 
has written in red crayon 
“Merry Christmas” and on the 
inside, “Happy New Year.” 

The children in Miss Helen 
Enlow’s fifth grade at Joel 
Chandler Harris School, are 
making cards which are quite 
unique. They paste the center 
of large red poinsettias on plain 
white or green cards. The petals 
are left loose and beneath each 
of them is written a holiday 
wish, 

Children are fascinated with 
this method of Yule-card mak- 
ing, which is easy and such 
fun: Santa Clauses, reindeer- 
drawn sleighs, sprays of holly 
and mistletoe, wise men, man- 
gers, and the like are carefully 
cut from old Christmas cards 
and by pasting them on new 
cards, cut from heavy plain pa- 
per in the preferred color, they 
often prove to be more attrac- 
tive than the original cards 
themselves. 

A novel idea and a favorite 
one is used by Mrs. Richard 
Dix, who teaches the third 
grade at the Joel Chandler Har- 
ris School. Cards are cut from 
heavy red and green glazed 
paper. Across the face of the 
card the words “Merry Christ- 
mas” and the name of the per- 
son to whom the card goes are 
written with a small paint brush, 
dipped in glue. While the glue is 
wet it is sprinkled with gold 
or silver glitter dust, producing 
a very festive effect. 

Here’s the cutest trick vou 
ever saw. On a plain white card, 
about three or four inches high 
and two or three inches wide, 
draw the picture of a little 
girl, in profile, wearing a sun 
bonnet. Her legs and arms may 
be drawn in with a pencil or 
pen. From a piece of cotton ma- 
terial, printed in Christmas col- 
ors in very small designs, cut 
pieces to fit the bonnet and 
the dress. Then paste these flat 
on the card. Golden curls may be 
painted so as to peep out from 


beneath the back of the bonnet.

Oyster stew is a traditional | 


meal on the night before Christ- 


mas. The dish won its merit not _ 


only for the ease with which it 
can be served, but also because 
it lulls to sleep the enraptured 
and wide-awake children to 
whom Santa Claus is a verity. 
Then, too, the stew leaves no 
left overs to clutter kitchen 
space at premium. 

Rivalling the custom of serv- 
ing oyster stew on the Holy 
Night is the practice of serving 
the stew at watch night services 
when bells ring out the Old and 
in the New Year. Scalloped oys- 
ters also are watch night spe-

A stuffing of flavor and ex-

5 cups sugar 
Ye bottle fruit pectin 

To prepare the fruit. Remove 
skins in quarters from 3 me- 
dium-sized oranges and 2 me- 
dium-sized lemons. Lay quarters 
flat; shave off and discard about 
half of white part. With a sharp 
knife, slice remaining rind very 
fine. Add 11% cups water and %& 
teaspoon soda; bring to a boil 
and simmer, covered, for just 
10 minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Cut off tight skin of peeled fruit 
and slip pulp out of each sec- 
tion. Add pulp and juice and 1 
cup sugar to undrained cooked 
rind.

Meas- 
sure 345 cups prepared fruit 
into a very large saucepan. (If 
Oranges used are very sweet, 
add juice of 1 extra lemon. Sim- 
mer, covered, 20 minutes 
longer.) 

To make the marmalade. Add 


sugar to fruit in saucepan and | 
mix well. Place over high heat, | 


bring to a full rolling boil, and 
boil hard 1 minute, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from heat and 
at once stir in bottled fruit pec- 
tin. Then stir and skim by turns 
for 5 minutes to cool slightly, 
to prevent floating fruit. Ladle 
quickly into glasses. Paraffin at 
once. Makes about 8 six-ounce 
glasses. 


DECORATING PLUM 
PUDDING 


To dress up a plum pudding, 
wrap it in amber cellophane 
and decorate the top with a 
sprig of holly. Present the pud- 
ding on a paper plate that is 
covered with a goily. A lace-like 
doily with colored center is sug- 
gested for this purpose. 


ORNAMENTING FRUIT CAKE 


A round fruit cake on a glass 
plate is very appetizing when 
decorated at the center with a 
horn-of-plenty design, created 
from one of those new spiral 
icicles and a few candies. The 
icicles are fabricated ornaments 
made of transparent drinking 
straws that have been wired and 
flattened. They come in assorted 
colors. First wrap the cake in an 
amber transparent sheet and tie 
it on the plate with crisscross 
strips of red and silver ribbon of 
the film. Before curving the 
icicle into a horn, reinforce with 
a pipe cleaner. Attach the orna- 
ment in upright position with 
Scotch Tape. Pin on the candies 
so they look as if they were spill- 
ing out of the horn.

Was it not 
perfectly natural for him to own 
reindeer after visiting long 
months in Lapland? 

Moore firmly established San- 


ta Claus as we know him by

Holy Land 
Eating 
Described 


By RALPH McGILL 


Cooking throughout all the 
ancient lands of the Bible is 
largely Arabic. That means 
a dishes are featuring mut- 
Americans, who are too often 
provincial in eating, shy away 
from much of it, with the loss 
being their’s. The Arabs are 
an ancient peoples and they 


_ have been cooking mutton dishes 
| for centuries—and thriving. 


A mutton stew with prunes— 


| lamb may be substituted—would 
| cause most 
| frown. But it is good—if the 
fat is skimmed off. An Arab 
_ cuts up one of the cheap cuts,

What is syllabub?

—Virginia, South Carolina, par- 
ticularly Charleston, and parts 
of Georgia. It is a traditional 
Southern dessert for holidays, a 
late night drink, an open house 
“must,” or any such gala time. 

A good way to start an argu- 
ment is to claim your recipe the 
best. No two families seem to 
agree, but here is the favorite 
af many Southerners. 


SYLLABUB 


7 pint thick cream 

1 pint sweet milk
